Charles Skooglun, Contractor, Takes 
Fall Advantage of Fine Weather 
to Push Work

New Building HO Feet Long, IOO 
Feet Wide. Reinforced Concrete 
Smokestacks, 201 Ft. High 


Charles Skooglun, 
contractor 
on 
the new power house that is bellic 
erected 
at 
the 
Northern 
Pacific 
whops, is taking full advantage of 
the good weather to push the con­ 
struction of this important unit and 
latest addition to equipment of the 
Brainerd shops. 
Mr. Kkootf lun is 
working a force of some sixty men 
and is putting in much overtime dur­ 
ing the favorable weather, in the 
hope of having the roof on the build­ 
ing by the middle of December. 
Many Brainerd people have seen 
the two mammoth smoke stacks that 
were erected about a month ago at 
the shops, but few realize the size 
of the power plant for which tin y 
were built. 
The building Ie IIC feet 
lung by IOO feet wide and stands be­ 
tween the two smoke Starks. 
It will 
be 72 feet high on the north sid-j 
and 45 feet high on the south. 
In 
addition to tile main building there 
will be a coal hopper. 20 feet by 63 
feet, 
with 
special 
trackage 
anti 
equipment for unloading coal in car­ 
load lots. 
The power plant building I# con­ 
structed of light colored brick. Som e 
difficulties presented themselves in 
finding a suitable base upon which 
to build th ct foundation, both for the 
building itself and the smoke stacks 
as a vein of quicksand underlies th* 
site. 
It was necessary to drive pil­ 
ing through this quicksand, in many 
places to a depth of 40 feet, before a 
hard base was reached. 
The smoke stacks are a novelty in 
this section of the country. 
They 
are constructed of reinforced con­ 
crete and are 201 feet in height 
above the foundation. 
The contrac­ 
tor feels that he made record time iii 
erecting these stacks, as 
only 
27 
days were consumed in the pouring 
of the cement. 
It could not be learned just whet 
equipment will be installed in til* 
new power plant us the contract for 
this portion of the work Is not in­ 
cluded 
in Mr. Skoglun’s contract. 
It is known that there will be foil • 
large boilers, two 
connected 
with 
each smoke stack. 
The electricity 
will be furnished by large generators 
of the steam turbine type, it in ss id. 
In addition to furnishing electri 
power aud light to all of the rail 
way properties In the city, this pow­ 
er plant will furnish steam heat for 
the shops and other buildings at the 
shops location. 
The old plant now 
in use is entirely inadequate for both 
power and heat, and Its equipment 
is not of the efficient, modern type 
that will be used in the- new plant. 
Mr. Skooglun is giving the con­ 
tract for the power plant his own 
personal 
supervision 
and 
i.- 
out 
among his workmen practically all 
of the time, keeping in closer touch 
with the progress of the work than 
is usual with large contractor-;

is his second contract in Brainerd, 
his first being the Northwestern hos­ 
pital's new’ building.
